must say lf you get lost and can’t 
!e mem ber where your lodging place 
s. That took me months to master, 
and so did "Kondowa kirnino ogo 
ru ban dayo,” which when broken 
down to its essential facts, means 
"It’s your time to buy a round.1 
After enjoying a close friendship 
with my palate for nigh on to 30 
years I, in a desire to feel at home 
in Tokyo, started eating such dish­ 
es as sasiml tempura and kaki-no- 
doteyaki. Now, at any moment, I 
expect my palate’s 
barrister 
to 
serve me with papers. 
To a palate accustomed to hom­ 
iny, turnip greens, black-eyed peas 
and hog-Jowl, sasiml Is a sure 
signal for rebellion. Because sas- 
iml is sliced raw fish and the first 
few dishes of it makes your stom­ 
ach feel as lf it were a goldfish 
bowl. 
Any Jury. I believe, would award 
me a handsome settlement for the 
suffering I endured in wearing a 
kimono and hakania, 
the 
latter 
item being a skirt which, while not 
cut on the blas, Is certainly cut by 
a tailor biased against the male 
form appearing anything but ridi­ 
culous. 
That kimono and hakatr.a nearly 
broke up my home. My wife never 
could get quite accustomed to shar­ 
ing an apartment with a man who 
insisted on slipping on a kimono 
and hakama when friends dropped 
in.

COULD THEY ASK FOR LESS 


“For many years the railroads have been 
the source of a steady flow of jobs at good 
wages; huge purchases of the products of 
other industries, and enormous tax payments 
to the government,” said J. M. Fitzgerald, a 
railroad expert, recently. “But this flow can­ 
not continue if we dry up the source—and 
we are drying up the source. As this source 
disappears, the investor and his savings 
will disappear. So will jobs and wages. And 
what to more important, service will be Im­ 
paired—the best and cheapest railroad serv­ 
ice on the face of the globe.” 
There are defeatists who claim that the 
railroad problem is insoluble unless some 
dangerous step such as government owner­ 
ship of the lines is taken. But there to ut­ 
terly im evidence to prove this. J. J. Pelly, 
president of the Association of American 
Railroads, has stated that lf the lines are 
given equality of treatment with their com­ 
petitors, they will solve their own problems. 
He added that if the railroads’ specific sug­ 
gestions for legislative and regulatory poli­ 
cies are accepted, “once more we shall see 
that national prosperity is geared to railroad 
prosperity.” 
The first essential step is to give the rail­ 
roads greater freedom to adjust rates to meet 
competitive situations; to adjust service to 
the demands of traffic, and to adjust their 
expenses to the conditions of their business. 
And, finally, a regulatory policy applied to 
all carriers alike. 
This to the gist of the suggestions the rail­ 
roads have made. They ask no favors—no 
subsidies—no preferential treatment over 
their competitors. They ask only a fair deal, 
and the right to run their business as all 
other businesses are nm—which means the 
right to charge rates that will pay expenses 
and earn a moderate return, and the right 
to fit outgo to income. The railroads say 
that if this is done they . can solve their own 
problems. Could they ask for much less?

According to recent news dispatches, the

arms, 
ammunition, 
food, 
clothing, etc. These had to bs fur 
Dished at th ai tim e by the people 
then living and working. 
It was 
not possible to delay in providing 
the goods and services th a t were 
needed at once. The headaches and 
backaches and privations were ne 
cessarily borne a t the time. 
W hat was passed on was a fed 
cml debt 
Was th at a burden for 
later generations? The government 
was a debtor to the amount of 
about $26,000,000,000 in 1920. 
But 
for every debtor there Is, of course, 
a creditor. Government bonds were 
held by private individuals, by in 
surance companies, by banks. The 
task was that of collecting through 
taxation the amounts necessary to 
pay interest and to repay principal 
to these creditors of the govern 
men!. To some extent the losses of 
taxpayers were oftest by the gains 
of these bond-holders. 
W hether 
the net result was burdensome to 
the people of the country viewed as 
a whole is not easily answered. Of 
course 
taxpayers 
grumbled, 
but 
presumably the investors in gov­ 
ernment bonds viewed the situation 
as investors usually do. lf the In­ 
terlude of the w ar brought a slow­ 
ing down of our economic growth, 
we clearly lost to tils extent that' 
our national economy was smaller 
and less productive than It would 
have been if there had been no 
conflict 
We would tai vs had more 
able-bodied productive workers and 
perhaps have held a larger amount 
of prod (set i vc capital equipment if 
we had not stopped to fight. 
How nix.ut our present enlarged 
public debt? 
We may apply tb s 
same analysis. Bino# 1929 our eeo- 
amnic activity has slowed down:, 
Those of us who have lived during 
these nine years have bad reduced

M 
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divide up. 
Because of government 
taxation and borrowing we have 
divided it in a different way than if 
government had not Stepped in. 
Nevertheless, we have aa a people 
taken our losses and 
shouldered 
our burdens as we went along. We 
have not lost man power in the 
same way as during the war. 
Home argue, although convinc 
ing proof is hai;d to assemble, that 
there has been a deterioration in 
the will to work. 
If 'th is is the 
case, there will be some retards 
tton in the will to Work in the 
years ahead, and this will bs a bur­ 
den. 
On the other hand, we have 
made additions to capital equip­ 
m en t 
Perhaps the additions have 
not been so great as they might 
have been and perhaps some of 
them have 
been 
ill-advised or 
worse, but new highways have been 
bu ilt buildings and power dams er­ 
ected , etc. 
These should all be 
noted and appraised. 
W hat is the burden passed on? 
Just as in 1920 we find our gov­ 
ernm ents with debts, only much 
larger. 
But for every debtor there 
is always a creditor. 
The credit­ 
ors are the owners of government 
promises to pay. 
The biirden is 
again that of finding 
ways 
and 
means to levy taxes, the proceeds 
of which will bs used to pay inter 
sot and to repay principal. To some 
extent burdens on taxpayers will bs 
offset by the gains of creditors. 
But this does not mean th at the 
task is easy. 
It is very difficult 
to devise a system of taxes that 
will not slow us down. 
Tax bur­ 
dens may easily be Imposed that 
introduce friction 
in 
production. 
This is entirely aside from tho 
fact that any of us who have heavy 
taxes to pay will complain. Tbsos 
complaints ars to bo expected, 
There are still other considers 
tions. One is th at the present Cod 
oral debt carries a vary low inter 
set rats and much Bf It ie held by 
our banks. 
When business im ­ 
proves interest rates may be ex­ 
pected to rise. 
Then the govern­ 
m ent Bill have to Poy more to 
bondholders which will Mid to toy 
ation. Also the .banks w$U have to 
use the greatest of skill for any low 
interest bonds they hold will de­ 
cline in value, which may 
Coroa 
them to take loses* 
There are other burdens. 
They 
are connected w ith the dtCflcqttlas 
in devising proper tanto and with 
the awkward situation created by 
tho toot that mu* bank* hold ae 
m any government honda. 
Nothing 
can make our task simple. 
Tho 
greatest help will e o n s from an en­ 
larged national Income which win 
give to taxpayers more out of 
which to pay th e ir taxes and furn­ 
ish to tb s 
banjo

channels of invealKifpL as they 
gradually dispose of their govern­ 
ment bonds.

principal 
gun 
The real caus* was th a t on a l 
fronts was expected a vast Infla­ 
tionary boom and the whole coun­ 
try rushed to "buy 'em tow and 
soil 'em high.” 
There is no parallel whatever 
In tb s condition now—no record 
blackness of despair to atari from, 
no threatened 
inflation 
of farm 
prices, no new dollar devaluation, 
and 
as {or any vast increased 
costs due to th* thin and puny 
little Wa gee and Hours Bill, th at 
is an acme of absurdity. 
In the ten great basic Industries, 
It will have no effect a t all. They 
already pay wages well above its 
ultim ate minimum. 
It applies only 
to small 
sw eatshops, 
industries 
or sweated acres where coria have 
been very little on tho general 
price 
structure. 
This 
recovery 
doesn't look Uk* any pew "false 
down" to ms. 
May bo It Is, but 
if R OO turns out, It* won’t be 
because of any n a b to "beat the 
gun" of the Wages and 
Honrs 
bill. 
T hat isn't a gun. 
It isn't 
even a toy eap-platoL 
W ithout any prophesy, w e -a re 
entitled to wonder whether the de­ 
pression hasn't simply lived too 
long. Isn't about to dis a natural 
death through age, and 
it this 
oonatry Isn’t just too rich and 
realltent to bo kept down by any 
force of blundering economic 
political tinkering. 
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EX-RAILROAD ENGINEER SEES A PRIMARY 
' 
CAUSE OF UNEM PLOYM ENT 
Tho Writer had tike pleasure of meeting im ex-rail­ 
road engineer who had turned to fum ing- 8 < had 
worifcid for If years aa gin engineer OH tho Pennsyl­ 
vania railroad and had been laid off MMI purchased 
a 65-acre farm of good land close to a m anufacturing 
city in Ohio. The farm had a 14-room brick house 
on R and a large,barn. He paid $1190 to r IL 
Tho engineer said th a t when he was in school bs 
always liked history and had rscrived good grades 
in It; teat ho read all the books on It that he could 
get tate hands on; th a t he always was interested in 
knowing why things happened. 
This gave the w riter a splendid 
opportunity to 
asis him why we had IO or l l million men out of 
work. He said he thought ho knew the cause. Ho 
remarked, in substance, that It largely wa# due to 
the unwise policy of labor. He said labor had mad# 
demands th at had run up the price of the finished 
product to such a high point that th* farmers, the 
small business men, the white-collared unprotected 
man, and those who had a fixed income from form­ 
er savings, could not buy enough to keep the work­ 
er# employed a t full Rate a t thaae arbitrary wages. 
The ex-railroad man Waa Intelligent enough to 
know th at he could receive for his labor on the 
farm only about one-fifth as much as he received aa 
a 
railroad 
engineer. 
Consequently, 
he 
reasoned, 
these high wages in factories and on the railroad 
would compel men like himself to buy less than 
they would if wages were based on a parity basis 
established by compt titian. 
This engineer had had practical experience in 
monopoly wages and in competitive wages and was 
wise enough to see the result* Invariably it Is tho 
theorists, the meddlers and those who employ no 
unskilled labor who are constantly contending that 
the cause of the depression Is low wages, preventing 
people from having purchasing power. The one 
big employer who preaches this doctrine lo Henry 
Ford. But Ford selects the fastest and most effi- i 
d en t workers who ars big producers. He never em­ 
ploys slow men. yet he hypocritically preaches tho 
doctrine and will not take hts own medicine. That 
Is, pay big wages to inefficient worker* 
Would th at more of these high-wage advocates 
could have the actual experience of this railroad 
engineer. Experience la the best educator, but It is 
expensive. 
In an early Issue a conversation with a professor 
of political economy in a small college will be dis­ 
cussed in contrast to the opinions of this practical 
engineer.

WASHINGTON, July 15.- T h e re will bo three m il­ 
lion heads of families and single persons on th# 
WPA rolls by the end of July. 
That is nearly twice as many as a year ago. On 
July ll, ill? , there were 1,619,000. 
L ast year there was a drop of H I,OOO W PA 
workers In the month of July, when th* policy was 
to slash th# rolls and to Ignore several hundred 
thousand persons on relief who were eligible appli­ 
cants for WPA Job* For July, H it, there will be an 
Increase of 267,000 on straight WPA relief rolls plus 
a portion of a group of more than 100,000 WPA 
workers expected to be employed by a special con­ 
gressional allocation of $60,000,000 for projects under 
other federal agencies. 
The increase is unprecedented for this tim* of 
year. In addition to a change in administration poli­ 
cy, the new crop control program and mechanization 
of farm s are partly credited by WPA officials— 
speaking privately—for the fact th at fewer W PA 
workers can find farm or other seasonal work. 
The biggest July increases ars scheduled for th* 
Great Lakes state*—especially Illinois, Ohio, and 
Michigan—and Missouri. 
Average WPA monthly wag* is Slightly below ICS. 
Tho total roll is not likely to exceed 1,069,ma unless 
business gets wets* instead of, as now anticipated, 
better. Recovery effects ar* not reflected Immed­ 
iately on WPA rolls because those first hired by 
reviving industry are persons who have besa re­ 
ceiving unemployment compensations 
and others 
only recently unemployed—plus those who have been 
unable to get on WPA and will bo forced to toke 
very low-wage job*
